of health is clothed with authority to 
condemn any building its representa­ 
tives regard as unsanitary.

ry Hurty has condemned many and 
has furnished plans for a number of 
new buildings, but he says he cannot 
begin to give attention to half the ap­ 
peals. 
He hints 
broadly 
that the 
state is not liberal enough with its i 
funds with which the appeals could be 
given the attention they deserve. 
“It’s criminal,” said he. “the way the I 
children are forced to suffer, but what 
can the board do when it is handicap­ 
ped for funds. 
If provision should be 
made for funds for this purpose we 
could save the state a hundred dollars 
eventually for every one spent now in 
prosecution of the work."

“Frank Hatton was a great stickler 
for details,” said a former representa­ 
tive of congress who had been in 
Washington when Mr. Hatton was 
postmaster general the other day, “and 
when he entered the cabinet in the lat­ 
ter part of Arthur's administration he 
carried this habit with him. He let it 
be known among the heads of bureaus 
and divisions that he proposed to fa­ 
miliarize himself with the business of 
the department until he had grasped 
all the details of the work over which 
he presided. 
“The second day at his desk the ven­ 
erable colored messenger who attended 
him brought the usual lurge bundle of 
letters to be signed. It was a pile of 
typewritten epistles, inches thick. The 
messenger placed them before Mr. H at­ 
ton and, with a blotting pad in hand, 
stood waiting for tile signature, as he 
had done for Mr. Hatton’s predecessors 
since Hayes’ time. The first letter was 
a long one on a topic with which the 
new postmaster general was not famil­ 
iar and so formal, legal and involved 
that one reading (lid not make its 
meaning clear. Mr. Hatton hesitated, 
wrinkled his forehead and mused to 
himself: 
“ ‘What's this all about anyway? It’s 
all news to me. I don’t know whether 
I approve of the things it says or not 
I can’t make head or tail out of it. I 
don’t know whether it’s a good thing or 
not.’ 
“The old messenger, standing with 
blotting pad raised, leaned over and 
placed his forefinger on the space at 
the end of the last page and answered:

The memory of that 
widespread disaster and ruin wrought 
by that one Democratic prescription 
still abides with the people, and they 
want no more of it.

of disturbing the business of the coun­ 
try. Business, like capital, is extreme­

alarmed. 
Therefore it is to be hoped that the 
Republican congress will not at this 
time attempt any revision of the tar­ 
iff, and I am reasonably certain that 
the Democratic party will not be given 
an opportunity to do so.

INDIANA BULLETIN 


Remarkable Growth of Manufacturing 
Within the Past Ten Years. 


Hartford City Daily Times: 
The 
census bulletin for Indiana shows a 
most remarkable growth of manufac­ 
turing industries of indiana within the 
last decade. In 1890 there were 12,354 
manufacturing establishments in the 
state with total capital of $131,605,366 
and paying the total wages annually 
of $42,577,258. In the year 1900 there 
were 18,015 establishments, with total 
capital of $234,481,528, and paying an 
nual wages of $G6.847,317. 
In Iiffli 
auapolis the number of establishments 
increased from 1.189 to 1,910, or 60.6 
per cent, the number of wage earn 
crs from 16."27 to 25,511, or 59.2 per 
cent, and the value of products from 
$36,426,874 to $68,607,579, or 88.3 per 
cent. 
In 1900 there were employed in the 
manufactories of indiana 155.956 wage 
earners as against 
110,590 in 1890. 
There was an inoreas in the number 
of women employed from 12.315 to Du 
266. The value of th'1 products Includ­ 
ing custom work and repairing in 19*»0 
was $378,120,140. as against $226,825,- 
082 in 1890. 
The bulletin shows tnat slaughter­ 
ing and meat packing is the most im­ 
portant industry in the state. 
The 
36 establishments reported in 1900 
gave employment to 3,697 wage «arn 
ers or 2.3 per cent of the wage earn 
esr employed in the state, and the 
products were valued at $43,862,273, 
or 11.6 per cent of the total value of 
the products of the state. 
In 1890 
there were 21 establishments, 2.107 
wage earners and products valued at 
$27,913,433, or 57.1 per cent. 
The manufacture of flouring and 
grist mill product ranks second anion, 
the industries of the state, with 897 
establishments. 2,121 
wage earners 
and products valued at $30,150,677. In 
1890 there were 723 establishments, 
2,785 wage earners and products val­ 
ued at $31,239,627.
